tlie afternoon ^Irive ladies had but few 
engagements. 
A change has come over 


the spirit of the age, and the restless de- 
sire to be here, there and everywhere, to 
be doing something, seeing something or 
organizing something, leaves little leisure 
or inclination for sitting quietly at home 
to be called upon in a desultory manner 
by frfcuds and acquaintances.
